WOMAN IN THE SCHOOLS 


low Sbe HM Rrromrd Dlwipllne Ml 


Improved the Method of 'leadline. 


From on odcJ««» Ml Dr. t^'n. T. Horrid. 
Within the past few years women 


mve taken up the profession of 
caching to such an extent that now 
there are in the United States nine 
times as many women as men en- 
gaged especially in teaching. It is 
proper that the women should take 
he greater share in the matter, as 
schooling is the natural continuation 
of nurture. 
Formerly it was sup- 


posed that a necessary part of school- 
ing was corporeal punishment and 
a strict system of discipline. Twenty 
years ago it was customary for men 
who were teaching to flog every 
child in school once a week. About 
that time in a school in St. Louis of 
five hundred pupils, one hundred 
and fifty corporeal 
pnuwhiuents 


were administered in one day. Ac- 
cording to the last quarterly report 
of the St. Louis public schools, there 
was but one case of corporeal pun- 
ishment among five hundred pupils 
in five weeks. This change in the 
way of managing schools has been 
gradually brought about by permit- 
ting the women, who ate teachers, to 
discipline the school by humane in- 
stead of brute force. 
When women 


first began to teach in the schools 
men expected that they would adopt 
the masculine way of discipline for 
little children, and it was several 
years before men would let the wo- 
men have theip gentle way of ac- 
complishing the same end. 


Discipline in the schools has 


largely developed and improved un- 
der the system that has been estab- 
lished in all the large cities of the 
United States by the influence of the 
women teachers. Women, in adapt- 
ing themselves to circumstances, 
grew intellectually and have become 
the best teachers and the most skill- 
ful in the methods of teaching. 
How they became BO expert is the 
wonder of every man who sees only 
man's way of mental development. 


All educators know that women 


have a peculiar intuition that gives 
them a greater control over the 
minds of children both in the nur- 
sery and school, and that men lack 
knowledge of this feminine element 
of success, and, therefore, cannot in 
legislation for educational purposes 
make the necessary regulations.

in the manufacture. To the ques- 
tion as to whether similar com- 
plaints had been made before he re- 
plied: "Complaints have been made 
both as to poisoned oilcloths and 
dangerous dyes, but to my mind ac- 
cidculH arise from these sources only 
wbeu those who use the goods di- 
vert them—usually from motives o 
economy—from the uses for whicl 
they were manufactured. Children's 
carriages should 1)6 covered am 
lined only with leather or plainly 
varnished cloths. 
These are no 


only wholesome, but are preventive 
of contagion."
